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here the wearied Plowmen find reſt, firſt be- 
come Servants, next Maſters, and then Gentle- 
men: "Tis here the diftreſs'd Country Wench 
diſcharges her Burthen, gets into Place, mar- 
Ties her Maſter, and becomes an Alderman's 
Lady, or Shopkeeper's Wife. 

Tah and France ſupply this Town with Cat- 
calls and Valet de Chambres; while Scotland and 
Ireland furniſh their annual Quota's, the For- 
mer, of Quack, Beggars, and Pedlars; and the 
Latter, of Robbers, Bullies, and Evidencet. But 
whoever will lend an impartial Ear, or Eye 
on a Court-Day, or Opera-Night, will find that 
the Principality of Wales has pour'd more 
Coachmen, Chairmen, Footmen, and other ſervile 
People into London, than all the Countries and 
Neighbouring Nations belides. The Gentlemen 
of the Antient Houſes of Jenkins, Jones, Davies, 
Morris, Morgan, Price, Griffith, Lewis; &c. every 
where adorning the Poſteriors of the Coaches be- 
longing to our Nobility and Gentry ; 4nd this 
Character of them generally holds pretty true, 
wiz. That they are a People of ſome Prebity, 
great Ebriety and Volubihity. 

Tur Germans indeed of late Years have 
endeavour'd to infringe upon them, by import- 
ing large Numbers of Slaves of their Growth 
into London, who from Lazyneſs and Lice, ſome 
have got themſelves into lac'd Liveries, and 
good Places, and had begun to elbow out the 


Welch, but that Commerce being likely to ſuffer 
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a Prohibi tion, the Britons are not without Hopes 
of recovering the full Enjoyment of their An- 
tient Rights and Priviledges. | 
Ar the Court End of ha Town 'tis common 
for every Footman to aſſume the Title of the 
Maſter, he ſerves from the Duke down to the 
Eſquire; and ſo tenacious are they of, this 
Priviledge, that I remember an honeſt Victualler 
in the Hay-Market, who had the Misfortune, 
through Miſtake, to call one of them by his 
own proper Name Robin, inſtead of my Lord 
Marquis; the Affront and Banne was reſented 
by all the Gentlemen of the Shoulder- Knot, 
who to a Man forſook the Houſe, and the 
poor Fellow for this Slip only, was forc'd to 
give over his Buſineſs, and 1s now begging 
about the Streets. 
Is once paſſing through the Palace-Yard, 
in Parliament 'Time, when the Maſter of a 
little Brandy Shop being at his Door, was ask'd 
who he had within, the Man very ſeriouſly 
reply'd, only ſome few of my Lords the Biſhops, 
the Oddneſs of the Expreſſion did not a little 
ſurprize me, and Curiofity carrying me into 
his Ken, I found about a Dozen ſturdy Footmen, . 
in Purple colour'd Liveries, waiting the riſing 
of the Houſe of Peers, | 
Tur may be regular in my Complaints 
of all publick and private Nuſances, I ſhall 
exhibit a Bill againſt the Streets and High- 


ways in the City and Liberty of Weſtminſter ; 


B 2 every 
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every Avenue is guarded by a Turnpike, 
whereby large Sums of Money are anmally 
rais'd for their Repair; and the Inhabirants 
are not without Apprehenfions of feeing "Furn- 
pikes upon the Thames in another Year; yet 
the Streets and Paſſages leading to borh Honfes 
of Parliament are in ſach great Diſorder, that 
I have known thoſe Members who have paſe'd 
thither in their Coaches, fo tofs'd and jumbled 
about, that it has been near an Hour e er they 
could recover the Uſe of their Limbs, and 
proceed to Bufinefs. A Gmnoner once being 
overturn'd in his Chariot in King"s-Street, werit 
immediately to the Houſe, and in very lively 
Terms remonſtrated againſt the Badnefs of the 
Ways, ferting forth the pernicious Conſequences 
that might.attend their not being fpeedily re- 
pair'd, and mor d for a Bill to be brought in 
accordingly: Another Member oppos'd the 
Motion with much Warmth, urging amongſt 
other Reaſons, that as the Publick Companies 
for raifing the Thames Water were perpetually 
laying down their Pipes, or amending them, 
inch a Bill would prove to little or no purpoſe; 
to which, the firſt Member in as great Heat, 
reply'd, Then if the Water Companies Pipe, the 
1 of both Houſe: muſt Dance. 
A Shox of Rain chaced me one Day into 
a Coffee-Houſe, near Charing-Croſs, where I ob- 
ſerv d a good Number of thick-leg'd, and broad- 
ſhoulder d Fellows tollerably well dreſs d, curling

extravagant Nate: One was asking if ſuch 
a Lord had not been there to enquire for him; 
another curſing his Taylor, for delaying his 
Mhourning- Suit; a Third praying for the Arrival 
of the India Fleet; while ſome fat railing at 
the Wind, for not handing their Bills from a 
Neighbouring Nation; and others damning the 
Red letter d Day, becauſe the Bankers tranſacted 
no Buſineſs upon it. Theſe Circumſtances in- 
duc'd me to believe them to be People of no 
ſmall Importance, and raisd a Curioſity in me 
ro enquire their Characters and Buſineſſes: 

The Lady at the Bar, to whom 1 addreſs d 
my ſelf for Information, gave me an account 
that ſome of them were Gentlemen of the Army, 
without Commiſſions, whoſe Eyes had never 
feen a Campaign, nor Hands drawn a Sword 
in Wrath, but were by the Courteſy of the 
Coffee-Houſe, called Majors, Captains, 8c. that 
others were Merchants, without Effects; Landed- 
men, without Eftates ; and Students, that could 
hardly read; and concluded with this paradoxical 
Character of them, that yet moſt of them liv'd 
upon what they HAD, which ſhe cared not to 
explain to me. I calld for Pen, Ink, and 
Paper, with Deſign to have wrote ſome Re- 
marks on the — and Manners of theſe 
ſtrange People, but obſerving a Fellow loc“ 
very freely over my Shoulder 2 
1 enmngnd my Pn int 
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Gentleman in the Neighbourhood ; and finding 
my Pen till cloſely beleaguer'd with the Man's 
Eyes, I concluded my Epiſtle, as follows; 
* I have a great deal more to ſay to you, but 
* muſt deſiſt at preſent, becauſe I am writing in 
* apublick Room, where a tall, flat-nos'd Scoundrel 
ce is peeping over me, and watching every Syllable. 
The Fellow falling into a terrible Paſſion, cry'd, 
D—miu you for a lying Villain, I don't fee a 
Word of your Letter; and fo ran away out of the 
Houle. 

Havixs diſcharg'd the Duty of my Office, 
by remarking every thing worthy of Notice 
here, I took leave of the Company, and paſs'd 
on towards the Strand, but was ſoon ſtop'd by 
the Sign of a Publick News-Paper, underneath 
which, was an Inſcription denoting that the 
Labours of the Learned Authors and Carvers of 
News were retail 'd here, at very reaſonable 
Rates: Generous Men! who daily vend their 
Hiſtories and their Parts by Pennyworths, and 
lodge high, and ſtudy nightly, for the In- 
ſtruction of ſuch as have the Chriſtian Charity 
to lay out a few Farthings for theſe their 
Works, which like Rain, deſcend from the 
Clouds, for the Benefit of the lower World. 
] en:er'd this Three- half-Penny- Library, amidſt 
various Kinds of Politicians, who were exer- 
ciſing their Chaps and Spectacles over the 
ſeveral Papers; in one Corner ſtood a Poet, 
and in another a Half-pay Officer, who, I 
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obſery'd, went forth edify'd, without paying 
the uſual Fre; being (as I afterwards found) 
admitted like a poor Whore at a Play, or an 
Author at a Nobleman's Table, in Firma Pau- 
peris ; while Numbers of bedridden Ladies and 
Gentlemen were continually ſending hither their 
Servants for Intelligence, each leaving the full 
Value of every Paper, as a Hoſtage for the ſafe 
Return of it. As many of our Papers are charg d 
with ſome faults, I ſhall make bold to mention 


a few of them, and they are chiefly theſe ;

Theſe Letters add, that 
the Duke Wh— ton is conſtituted Corn-cutter in 


Ordinary to her Catholick Majeſty ; and that the 


late Duke of Orm—nd had been ſeen to ſhake Hands 
with an Iriſh Officer at Madrid who had ht both 
his Arms in the Siege of Gibraltar. Nay, tis 
but t'other Day, when one of our firſt Papers 
publiſh'd, that a certain Viſcounteſs had been 
brought to Bed of a Graudſan; and the Thing 
being in Print, there went a vaſt Train of Men- 


Midwives and Ladies to the Houſe, to be ſa- 


tisfied of the Truth of the Relation. We often 
catch an Author fighting Battles and unfight- 
ing them in the ſame Paper. The mention of 
Cannon and Gun-powder ſets his daring Heart 
on Fire, and he ſeems even fonder of dipping 
his Pen in Blood than Ink. Theſe Daily and 
Weekly Stateſmen, with a daſh of their Art, can 
ſend a Man of Quality to his Grave, diſpoſe of 
his Family, Fortune, and Euployments, and * 3 
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Day or two after, recal him to Life again. A late 
Inſtance of this happen'd to Major Gen. G—re, 
who had the Pleaſure to peep out of his Grave, 
and faw who were moſt forward in ſollieiting 
for the Command of his Regiment. There 
are ſuch Contraſts in the Buſineſs of Authors, 
Printers and Publiſhers, that to the reſt of 
Mankind are amazing. Tf the Government 
chaſtiſe them for any Miſdemeanor, it is ac- 
counted the greateft Bleſſing that can befal 
them; Puniſhment being a real Benefit, and Con- 
fmement, the boaſted Liberty of the Prefs. A 
Book or Pamphlet order d to be burnt by the 
Hands of the common Hangman, being the 
moſt agreeable Neus that can come to the 
Proprietors of the Copy; and I have been 
credibly inform'd, that if this Favour was to 
be purchas d, there is not a Bookfeller in 
Lendon, but would give an handfome Sum to 
have all the Books in his Shop Fir'd in the ſame 
Manner. A Warrant now and then from the 
Secretaries Office, is a ſingular Advantage to a 
young Beginner; a Book having many times 
been brought to the Ninth Edition, by the 
Printer's only taking Coach with a Meſſenger 
to the Cickpit, when, perhaps /ix ſingle ones 
had not been fold fairly off, but for this Aſſiſt- 
ance. I remember a Pamphleteer in the late 
Reign, ſentencd to a heavy Fine and Im- 
priſonment, for treaſonable Practices, when 

| C al- 
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almoſt one half of the Szationer's Company went 
down to Weſtminſter, to give the Man Joy on 
the Occaſion, and ask him, what County he 
deſign'd to purchaſe in. The Pillory is an Eſtate 
certain to any one, who will accept of the 
Poſt ; for the Sale of a Libel always riſes in 
Proportion with the Sufferings of its Author. 
I knew a Printer who obtain'd a pretty colerable 


Fortune, by only procuring a State Meſſenger, 


to call and take a Dinner with him, two 
or three Times a Month, at his Houſe in 
the City; and another who was every Day 
expected to be ſent to Goal for Debt, that 
luckily chanc'd to be ſent for to Whitehall, to 
receive a Reprimand ; the thing prov'd the 
making of the Man, for he ſoon retriev'd his 
Affairs, and now lives in extraordinary good 
. Circumſtances. But now, alas, theſe Golden 
Days are over! For ſince his preſent Majeſty's 
happy and peaceful Acceſſion to the Throne, 
with the univerſal Voice and Conſent of his 
Subjects, the People ſeem to have no Taſte for 
Treaſon ; Sedition ſleeps, and Libelling is much 
laid aſide; for I obſerved in my Traverſes 
through Weſtminſter, this remarkable Inſcription, 
over moſt of the Meſſenger s Doors, viz. Here 
are to be let Lodgings ready Furniſb d. 

ST. James's Park, is a Place which often 
takes up a great deal of my Time and Con- 
ſideration: Upon the Parade are Airs, Cockades, 

| Oaths, 
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Oaths, great Bluſtering, and little Money, 
and a perpetual Diſcourſe of War, in Times 
of the greateſt Calm and Serenity ; as confin'd 
Priſoners are ever pleaſing themſelves with the 
Hopes of Grace, tho' the Proſpect of an Act is 
ever ſo remote and diſtant. Here Regiments 
of Horſe, Foot and Draggoons, and the moſt 
formidable Armies are rais'd without beat of 
Drum : Towns taken, Sieges rais'd, and Legions 
vanquiſh'd, and the Nation not pur to the 
Expence of a Shilling. Notwithſtanding I have 


all the Regard imaginable for the Officers and 
Gentlemen of the ſeveral Regiments of his 


Majeſty's Foot-Guards, who are Men of ap- 
proved Loyalty, Honour, and Probity, having 
upon all Occaſions exerted themſelves, as well 
at Home as Abroad, in the Service of their 


Country; yet I cannot omit doing juſtice to the 


Gentlemen of the Horſe-Guards, who are uni- 
verſally allow'd to be a very uſeful Corps, and 
in my Opinion, Men of leſs Sanguine, and 
more Pacifick Tempers, and heartier in the true 
Intereſt of their Country, than the former ; an 
Inſtance whereof was lately pretty manifeſt to 


the World; and that was the fiznal Rejoicings 


they made at Whitehall, upon the Arrival of the 
News of the King of Spain's having fign'd the 
Preliminary Articles, for a general Pacification ; 
when twas faid, they ſet their Horſe-Pond 
and Ciftern a running with Punch and Clarer. 
C 2 Taz 
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Tus Beauty of the Mall, in the Summer 
Seaſon, is almoſt paſt Deſcription : Whar can 
be more glorious than to view the Body of 
the Nobility of our 'Three Kingdoms in ſo ſhort 
a Compaſs; eſpecially when free d from mix'd 
Crowds of Saucy Fops, and City Gentry ; 
Pedants in Dreſs and Manners, who to an 
ingenious Eye, are as diſtinguiſhable as a Serjeaut 


from his Clerk, or a Madam from her Maid, 


how clofely ſoever they may ride together in a 
Coach : People of Quality's Mien and Be- 
haviour being ſufficient ro diſcover them, 
without any great Dependance upon Taylors 
and Manteau- makers; thoſe of real Rank carry- 
ing an Air of Dignity and Greatneſs in their 
Aſpects. A Face well furniſh'd out by Nature, 
and a little diſciplin'd, has a great deal of 
Rhetorick in it. A graceful Preſence beſpeaks 
Acceptance, gives a Force to Language, and 
helps to convince by Look and Poſture. But 
every proud illiterate Coxcomb who has ac- 


quird a Comperency by ſharping, or ſnop- 


keeping, and ſuch as have got but juft above 


par in the World, and oftentimes thoſe that 


are much below it, will extravagantly endeavour 


to mimick the Great Ones; yet, with all Aids 


whatſoever, they appear at beſt but like mean 
Copies of fine Originals, The Ludgate- Hill Hobble, 
the Cheapfide Swing, the City Jolt and Wriggle 
in the Gait, being eaſily perceiv'd through all 
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the Arts, the Smarts, and Perts put upon them ; 
the fineſt Cloth of Linnen and Woolen, and 
the richeſt Lace being too thin diſguiſes, not 
to be ſeen through by Perſons of fmall Skill 
and judgment in theſe flaming Comets: A 
Man may waddle into a Church, or a Coffee- 
Houſe, make a Leg, to an Alderman Levee, 
a Merchant in his Compting- Houſe, D—mn, 


Dreſs, Drink, and hum over an Opera Tune, 


and do all theſe things tolerably well, and 
be thought a well-bred Perſon, and make 
a graceful Figure about Grace-Church-Street : 


But at Hanover-Square he ſhall not be able 


to paſs Muſter, but muſt be plac'd among 
the aukward Men, or elſe be return'd like a 
Counterfeit Guinea, that won't go. I have 
known that neither a Remove to the moſt poliſh'd 
Part of St. James's, from Cornhill or Leaden- Hall, 
nor a compleat Plumb, nay, even the Mirror of 
Knighthood it ſelf, has not been able to eraſe the 
Impreſſions that a Counter, a Leathern- Apron, or a 
Livery, have left upon a Man's Manners. Though 
ſuch a Deference do the People in ſome of 
the dark Corners of the Kingdom pay to 
Dreſs and Appearance, that I heard of a Man 
who was only a Helper in the Royal Stables, 
that went down to the Place of his Nativity, 
in Sout h- Wales, in an old Scarlet colour'd Coat 
with a little tarniſn'd Lace upon it, and was 
met at ſome Miles diftant from the Town, by 

the 
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the Mayor, Aldermen, and Capital Burgeſſes, 
in their Formalities. Nor can any be 1gnorant 
of the Story of an Arch Fellow, who in the 
Habit of a Teoman of the Guard, impos d 
himſelf upon the Town of Froome in Somerſet- 
ſhire, for the unfortunate Sophy of Perſia, driven 
abroad by his rebellious Subjects, and there- 


by cheated the People of Three Thouſand 


Pounds and upwards; the ill Effects of which 
Impofture, J am told, are felt by that unhappy 
Corporation to this very Hour. Let Perfons of 
Condition ftrive rather to be richer in their 
Difpolition, than the rude Vulgar; let them 
put on a better Humour, wear a finer Under- 
ſtanding, and ſhew a more ſhining Fortitude; 
let them appear remarkably Juft, Inoffenſive 
and Obliging. This is the beſt way of diſtin- 
guiſning by the Qualities of the Mind. This 
is the way to be nobly popular; and gives 
them the Hearts, as well as the Ceremony of 
their Inferiors. 

AFrTttr theſe Obſervations and Refle&ions, 
] ſat me down on one of the Benches, where 
I perceiv'd an impudent Valet de Chambre, ſelling 
his Maſter's Cloaths, while he was walking with 
them upon his Back, in the Mall; fix Mon- 
mourh-Street Sales-Men being bidding upon one 
another. As the Gentleman (who according 
ro my Information, was a Generat Officer) 
paſs d innocently to and fro in their View. 


A 
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A pale, livid looking young Fellow, who had 
ſat ſilently by me a long while, at laſt began to 
accoſt me about the Weather, and the Times, 
and then proceeded to talk of what brotherly 
Love and Affection Men ought to bear to one 
another; he complained grievouſly of the 
Lewdneſs of Women, and the Inconveniences 
that the Male Sex too frequently brought 
themſelves into, by a roo free Converſation with 
them, and inveigh'd bitterly againſt ſome lare 
Proceedings of the Law; adding, if a ſpeedy 
Stop was not put thereto, there would be an 
end of Society; he invited me to his Lodgings, 
and ſaid a great many ſoft and kind Things to 
me. An elderly Gentlewoman who ſat on my 
right Hand, in a ſhort Silk Chak, and a Number 
of Patches on a wrinkled Face, hearing this, fell 
upon the Man in a moſt unmerciful Manner, 
ſaying, it was along with ſuch Villains as he, 
that ſhe was ſo reduc'd in the World, that Time 
had been when ſhe could boaſt of as fine a Covey 
of ſound, plump, and juicy Stuts in her Houſe, 
as any Gentlewoman in London, and had kept 
Eighteen of as good Feather-Beds going, as a 
Brace of Fornicators need deſire to regale their 
Limbs upon; but that now, what with Evening 
Lectures, Hackney Coaches, Taverns, and theſe 
endor fing Sons of B- ches together, it was as much 
as ſhe could do, to make both Ends meet; and 
ſolemnly declar'd that ſhe did nor- foul more than 
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2 dozen Pair of Sheets in a whole Week; this ſhe 
expreſs'd with Tears in her Eyes, and farther 
ſaid, ſhe had in her Cuftody at that Inſtant a 
pretty black Filey, of about Fourteen, who would 
carry the Weight of a Duke, and had never yet 
been Back d, but that the Buſineſs had been 
ſo ſpoil'd of late by thefe Practices, that ſhe 
doubted whether ſne ſhould be able to make 
the Money that ſhe had coft her in fetching 


from Lavcaſhire. 
Towarps Buckingham-Houſe, 1 obſerv'd 


a great Concourſe of Fireigners, of almoſt all 
Nations, and Numbers of others very attentive 
to them; the Former I was inform'd were 
moſtly Secretaries to Ambaſſadors and Exuoys, and 
the Latter ſome true born Engliſh Folks, who 
were learning the modern Languages from their 
Diſcourſes. I ſcarce ever yet met with an 
Talian Tumbler, a German Mountebank, or a 
French Razor-maker in this 'Town, who did 
not ſtile himſelf Secretary to ſome or other of 
the Foreign Miniſters ; ſo that I have known a 
Refident who has not had above Four Perſons 
in his Retinue, have about Three Hundred of 
theſe Sort of Secretaries in his Service at a 
time. I was once invited to an Exvo s Houſe 
near St. James's, by one of theſe Gentlemen, 
who entertain'd me in his Appartment adjoining 
to the Kitchen, over the Affairs of which, I 
ſoon found he preſided, being Secretary and 
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Comptroller of the Cook's Accompts; he had more- 
over, the Favour and Protection of his Maſter, 
in an eſpecial Manner; His Excellency being a 
Gentleman of thar gracious Diſpoſition, that I 
heard he had beſides, at that Lime under his 


Care and Protection, within the Weekly Bills of | 


Mortality, a far greater Number of Souls, 
than the Prince his Maſter had Subjects in his 
Dominions. 

Tu Puniſhments that Heaven has inflicted 
on an intemperate, debauch'd Life, are no 
where more manifeſted, than on the Yalk call d 
Conſtitutioa- Hill, in the Upper-Park : Here a 
Cibidinous Lord, cramp'd in Motion, and tar- 
niſh'd in Colour, is ſeen limping between two 
Supporters, plagued with impracticable Wiſhes ; 
next, a Publick-Spirited Woman of Faſhion, who 
has worn her ſelf out in the Service of her 
Country, appears rewarded with a thin meagre 
Viſage, and an entire Demolition of het 
Charms and Features : Then a Wretch with 
ſurly Looks, becauſe that Nature has not 
altered her Courſe, and exempted him from 
the common Fate, wrangling with Diſeaſes, that 
Penury and Self-denial. have brought upon him; 
But the moſt tragical Scene that has been 
known upon this Spot, was, that one Day 
when one of theſe Dry Sticks of Human Nature, 
whoſe Body had been fo emaciated by Purges, 
Sali vation, and ſuch other Evacuations, that 
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he was by a ſudden Guſt of Wind carried up 
into the Air, and never more heard of. To 
prevent which Accidents for the future, all our 
experiencd Whore-Maſters and Whore Miſ- 
treſſes in the ſame Circumſtances, fix themſelves 
now in Chairs, and have Men ſtanding by to 
watch them; and others, ſuch as poor Players 
and petty Clerks, in the Offices whoſe Salaries 
wont bear ſuch Conveniences, have found cut 
a Contrivance almoſt as good, which is, to 
carry leaden Weights in their Pockets. 
' Isnarr take my leave of this Place with 
relating a ſhort but true Story, viz. A Gentle- 
man who had wrote ſome Numbers of a Paper 
tcall'd Pas quix, in which he had made a 
ſevere Attack upon the ſcandalous Life of 
the Duke of Wharton, under the Garacter 
of Phill, Shatter, alluding to the Duke's 
Tuin'd Circumftances; this Gentleman hap- 
pen'd one Day upon Conftirution- Hill to meer 
His Grace, who asking him if he was not the 
Author of the ſaid Paper, and if he did not 
mean him the Duke, by the Character afore- 
{aid ; the Gentleman anſwered both Queſtions 
in the Affirmative; the Duke then ſaid he 
muſt have Sati action, which the other ſaid 
he was ready to give; and accordingly both 
walk'd on rowards Hide- Park: But on a ſudden, 
the Dake turn'd ſhort on his Antagoniſt, telling 
him, he had conſider'd that there was too great 
a Diſparity between their Qualities and For- 
tunes,

tunes, for him the Duke to ſteep his Sword 
in the other's Blood with any Reputation 
to his Rank; and ſo march'd off. The Gentle- 
man being at that Time in the laſt Stage of a 
Conſumption, the Diſtemper ſoon afterwards 
put an End to. a Life, that perhaps had been 
in little Danger from the Duke's Courage.

innocently at an Opera; and it has been 
frequently known, that the con.pleat Furniture 
of a Funeral, even the very Atchievement has 
been ready, at leaſt fix Months, waiting for 
the Party's expiring. 

Goixs by Somerſer-Houſe upon the firſt Day 
of Term, I obſervd a Number of People aſ- 
ſembled about a For Soldier and a Barrifter at 
Law, who being engag d together in very high 
Words, I enquired into the Occaſion of the 
Difpate, and was inform'd the Caſe ſtood as 
follows, viz. It being Execution Day at Tyburn, 
and the Hackney Coaches moſtly imploy'd in 
tranſporting the Butchers Conſorts thither, the 
Lawyer was footing it down to Weſtminſter, and 
happened to void his Urine within a Yard or 
two of the Soldier's Poſt, who had put him un- 
der Arreſt on his refufing to pay the Penalty due 
on ſuch Occaſions. The Barriſter inſiſted very 
ſtrenuouſly on the Centinels producing the Sta- 
tute in this Caſe made and provided, and cited 
ſeveral Precedents and Authorities to prove the 
Lawfulneſs of p — ſing againſt the Palaces, 
which he ſaid had been practiſed in all Ages, 
and Nations, without Interruption, till this 
Time. The Soldier declared that the Sum in 

Queſtion, 
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Queſtion, which was but poor Six Pence, wag 
more his Property than the Coat on his Back, 
and inſtanc'd ſeveral Cafes wherein it had been 
paid by Captains General, adding that the Act 
againſt Mutiny and Deſertion, never intended 
that the Servants of the King and People ſhould 
be liable to ſach mean Inſults withour a Com- 
penſation; and though they were a People 
plac'd the laſt in the Rolls of Fortune, they ſtood 
the firſt in the Liſts of Honour, The Barriſter 
rejoined and humbly apprehended, that by the 
ſtanding Laws of the Kingdom, no Man ought 
to be fin'd, or amerc'd, but in a regular and 
judicial Way, and fairly offered to ſubmit it 
upon this Iſſue, That if the Soldier would un- 
dertake to prove the Offence was not a lawful 
and neceſſary Occaſion, in which all the free- 
born Subjects of England were to be protected, 
he would ſtand convicted. After the Caſe had 
been thus ſpecially argued for near three Quar- 
ters of an Hour, the Mob call'd out for the 
Queſtion the Queſtion, which was ſtated and put 
as follows: © Reſolv'd that it appears to this 
« Aſſembly, that Lawrence Litigious, of the 
„Middle Temple, Eſq; ſtands indebted to 
Leonard Lack-ſhirt, of the third Regiment of 
* Guards, Gent. the Sum of Six Pence good 
* and lawful Money of Great Britain. It paſs d 
< in the Affirmative, Teas 17, Noes 11. The 
Lawyer mov to reverſe the Judgment, but 
* that was over-rul'd; and I remember the

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Man march d off with the more Uneaſineſs, 
e becauſe he ſaid I was a d——nrd il Omen to 
e hſe a Cauſe ſo early in the Term 

Tux Pariſhioners of St. Clement Danes would 
feign appear more polite than their Neighbours, 
by breeding up their Sons, and ſometimes even 
their Daughters to practiſe the Lau; but I am 
ſorry to ſay that this, conſider'd as a Profeſſion, 
is attended with Conſequences very fatal to Fa- 


milies: For though our Seats of Juſtice are fill'd 


with Men from whom we may expect all that 
is equal and juſt, yet by the Turns and Ma- 
nagements of the inferior Practitioners in the 


Courts, our Approach to them is made ſo in- 


tricate and expenſive, that they, who are oblig « d 
to ſue for their own in the Common Forms, 
are frequently : undone, even though they obtain 
the Verdict in their Favour, The Subject of all 


Converſation this way, eſpecially in Term- time, 


turns upon Actions, Coſts, Bills, Mi its of In- 
quiry, and Error, Demurrers, Exceptions, Replica- 


tions, Rejoinders, &c. Some Years ago an Ho- 


neſt Shopkeeper here, charitably entertained a 
ſtarving Attorney four or five times a Week at 


his Table; the Ingrate at laſt brought in a 


Bill upon his kind Benefactor, charging him 
35. 8d. as an Artendance for every Meal the 
Wretch had eaten in his Houſe ; and, as I am 
told, ſued and recoverd it, which prov d the 
Ruin of the innocent Tradeſman, who was 


forced to go off ſoon afterward. I have heard 
it 
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jt was from this Misfortune came the Proverb, 
He has eat me out of Houſe and Home. 

In one Michaelmas Term having ſome extraor- 
dinary Buſineſs at the Royal Exchange, I was 
making the beſt of my way thither on Foot ; 
juſt at Temple Bar the People preſſing and throng- 
ing along, joftled me againft a Perſon I had 
never ſeen before; the Man did not complain 
of any Injury done him, and I paſſed forward 
about my Buſineſs; but by that Time I had 
got to the End of Mod ſtreet in Cheapfide, two 
Fellows came up to me, and I was arreſted in 
an Action of a Thouſand Pounds for an Aſſault 
and Battery; a North Country Sollicitor having 
advis'd the Plantiff to this ſuprizing Proceed- 
ing in ſo very ſhort a Time. 

I wovurtp have none of my Readers be ſur- 
priz d, to hear that in this Part of the Town, 
there reſides a little Harlequin Dog, who hath 

a graceful Aſpect, a well ſhapd Body, and as 
— a Set of Teeth, as any Beau at 
George's; this amiable Animal rents a large 
Houſe, and hath a good Number of Servants 
at his Command, his Neighbours allow him 
to be a good Liver; the Creature Ears, Drinks, 
and wears of the beſt, and behaves much better 
than a great many who pretend, but practice 
nothing of Religion ; for he goes coaſtant!y 
every Sunday to Church, having two Servants in 
handſome Liveries, and a Gentlewoman always 
in his Chariot to attend him. 


Tux 
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Tur Templers and City-Beaus to their Im- 
mortal Honour, have one Talent for Converſa- 
tion, I mean the Art of introducing a Green 
Purſe with fifty Guineas in it, into every 
Diſpute, and judiciouſly chinking them in the 
Hand, to the utter Confuſion of the deſtitute 
Opponent: This Method is practiced viſibly 
enough every Day, in every Coffee-Houſe about 
Fleet-Street ; I therefore recommend it to all 
my wealthy and dear Pupils, if ever they are 
in Danger of being beat out of their Argument, 
that they would only remember to wager their 
Purſe in Defence of it, eſpecially if they ſuſpect 
the Antagoniſt's Incapacity ; Silence then enſues, 
and the Vieory i is ſure. I have often (as well 
as my Brother Authors) ſubmitted to this 
ſhameful Defeat. 

Tnexx is nothing ſo neceſſary in Converſation 
as a Diamond Ring, tho' moſt Authors are 
filent about it; the Art of uſing it is ſtill more 
neceſſary than the Thing it ſelf. A juſt Ex- 
tention of the Arm, towards the Cloſe of a 
Period, and thereby a proper Diſcovery of the 
Brilliant on the little Finger, adds an irreſiſt- 
able Force to every Argument; and this 1 
believe is the true Reaſon why the Left Hand 
has a greater Share in every Debate, than the 
Right. Now 'tis a Misfortune to ſuch plain 
Fellows as my ſelf, who are not bleſs'd with 
the Gift of Perſuaſion by a Diamond, but are 
only endued with a Pair of Ruffles, which are 


im- 
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impartially conferr'd on either Hand, that our 
Reaſoning is as unſucceſsful as if we had ne'er 
an Hand at all. My Advice to my Fellow- 
Sufferers, is (what I take my ſelf) never to 
extend both Hands at. once, in the Warmth 
of Diſpute, upon any Pretence of the Motion's 
being ſo very eaſy and familiar, or that both 
are equally qualified for Controverſy with 
Ruffles ; for, beſides the Robuſtneſs and Vio- 
lence of the Action, we make it thereby ſeif- 
evident that we want that great Talent of a 
Diſputant, 4 fine Ring; therefore my Method 
is ever to extend only the Right-Hand, and 
reſerve the other in my Boſom, or in a Glove, 
or under the Table; which (as I with Pleaſure 
obſerve) gives the ingenious Antagoniſts ſome 
Perplexity, to diſcover whether I really' want 
that Accompliſhment ; or elſe depending on my 
own Superiority in the Queſtion, - I ſcorn to 
bring forth a deciſive Argument to — their 
Incapacity. 

Bur I who profeſs my felf 2 Maſter i in _ 
Art of modern Converſation, muſt by no means 
ſuffer my Pupils to be ignorant that there are 
other Auxilliary Arguments of great Uſe in 
Converſation, beſides the Triumphant one a- 
bovementioned. A Pair of Ruffles were once 
very ſucceſsful, but are now grown ſo common 
that their Force is loft,” unleſs they are of the 
lac'd Sort; and here now aziſe great Didputes 
ang the Litera at Dicks and the Rainbow, 

| whether 
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whether the Mechlin or Bruſſels be preferable ; for 
my part I have ſearch'd into this Controverſy, 
with all the Care that the Importance of it 
deſerves, and muſt confeſs, that in my poor 
Opinion, the Bruſſels has infinitely the Preſe- 
rence, both in Antiquity and Succefs ; having 
diſcover'd by diligent Inſpection into antient 
Copies, that Cicero in all his Orations us'd 
Bruſſels Lace, both for his Bands and RuMes ; 
tho at the ſame Time (for I would not ſup- 
preſs any Truth) it muſt be own'd, that the 
Beaus ſoon after that Age, run into the Uſe 
of Mechlin: As for my ſelf, J have ſo much 
Love for Peace and Uniformity in Dreſs, that 
to avoid giving Offence to either Party, I 
content my ſelf with plain Cambrick, and wiſh 
that both Parties would be perſuaded to lay 
aſide their Prejudices, and ſincerely join to 
promote the Science of drefling finely, ſo neceſ- 
ſary to Modern Converſation. 

I covLD ſay a great deal on the Science of 
ſaying nothing in Converſation : It would contri- 
bute prodigiouſly to the Repoſe of publick 
Places, if theſe pert, lively, and very familiar 
Animals the Beaus, were as dumb as the Apes 
of which they are the Repreſentatives : But 
on the other Hand, how inſolent is that ſtiff, 
gloomy-wiſe, Engliſh Silence of ſome of our 
City Fops, who will not condeſcend even to 
contradi& you. I cannot omit one Art which 
is ſo ſucceſsfully practiſed almoſt in every 
Coffee - 
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Coffee-Houſe in Town, I mean that of ſtaring 
you out of Countenance. I have known a 
Fellow conſcious of a good Face, and a better 
Wig, after having meditated on himſelf in the 
Glaſs with great Satisfaction, turn round and 
ſtare a young Fellow of ſome Senſe tho more 
Modeſty, out of the Room. 

Bur an Accident that happened one Day in 
a Coffee -Houſe near St. Dunſtan's Church, gave 
me, and many others, much Diverſion: An 
Triſhman ftanding to adjuſt his Perriwig in a 
Glaſs, a Porter came and delivered him a Pa- 
per, which when he had open'd and perus'd, 
he toſs'd into the Fire, waiting the buraing of 
it with ſome Attention, and then look'd grave 
and ſedulous: A Gentleman preſent ask'd him 
if he had receiv'd any ill News? No, anſwers 
the Beau, "tis ouly a Challenge from a General 
Officer, whoſe Hand Writing I am unwilling ſhould 
be hereafter produc'd, let the Conſequence of the 
Affair be what it will, In a Moment after, en- 
ter'd a little dirty Laundreſs, in a moſt con- 
founded Paſſion, loudly complaining of the In- 
jaſtice he had done her, in firing her Bill before 
he had fatisfied the Contents of it. 

. Ram-Alley, one of the Temple Avennes, is, 
I'm told, the Night Scene of a great deal of 
obſcure Gallantry, among Serjeants Clerks and 
Judges Footmen; a Market where Half Pence 
paſs in current Payment, and abundance of 
dirty Love ready made is hung out to Sale, and 
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at reaſonable Rates. I remember a Female 
Practitioner, who had undergone a great deal 
of Bodily Exerciſe in the Temple, being once 
carried before the late Sir John Fryer, when 
the Proſtitute impudently roid his Worſhip, | 
that had ſhe as much Law in her Head as ſhe 
had in her Tail, js donbred not making one of the 
allet Council in the Kingdom, 

A 5 „„ eff Part of the Wealth in this 
gent City has been acquir'd by 
In duftry, lone of the largeſt Eſtates have been 
rais'd from the leaſt and meaneſt Vocations 
in it. "Tis in the Memory of Man as well 
as Woman, when a Lady who retail'd Pippins 
in Stocks- Market, tock it in her Head to be 
interr'd in State, from one of the Publick 
Halls of the City. Our News-Papers the other 
Day rated a deceas d Rag- Merchant at Forty 
"Thouſand Pounds. And but a few Years 
ſince, a Tinderbox-Maker attain'd the Honour 
of Knight hood. And there is now living a 
certain Flea-Catcher, not far from Fleet-Ditch, 
whoſe Daughter is declar'd a Ten Thouſand 
Pound Fortune; and *tis reported, that a 
certain Scorch Nobleman has an itching Incli- 
nation for the Lady. 

Bes IDEs the Publick Companies of Trad- 
ers eftabliſh'd by Patents, Charters, Cc. there 
are many private Ccmpanies, which have not 
yet Been admitted on the Livery: This I take 


to be the Caſe of the Worſoipful Company of 
| Daog- 
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Dog-Stealers, who, notwithſtanding the con- 
ſiderable Figure they every Day make in the 
Publick News-Papers, I did not hear that any 
of them poll d at the late Election. 

Tus Worſhipful the Maſter, Wardens and 
Court of Aſſiſtants of the Company of Falſe- 
Pollers, are certainly Blame-worthy, in ſuffering 
Three of their Members to be detain'd in the 
Goal of Newgate, contrary to antient Uſage 
and Cuſtom, and the plain and expreſs Mean- 
ing of their Charter. | 

The Affridavit-Makers is an Occupation that 
has ſtarted up all on a ſudden in the City, 
but they permitting Ladies as well as Merchants, 
Gentlemen and Juſtices, to exerciſe that Art and 
Myſtery, I hear a Scire Facias will be ſoon 
brought againſt their Charter. 

Tun Corporation of Corpſe-Stealers I'm told, 
ſupport themſelves and Families very comfort- 
ably ; and that no one may be ſurpriz d at the 
Name of ſuch a Society, the late Reſurrections 
in St. Saviour's, St. Giles and St. Pancraſs 
Church-Yards, are memorable Inftances of this 
laudable Profeſſion. 

Fun Fire-Makers have of late been remark- 
ably induſtrious in the City and Suburbs, and 
the Villages adjacent, and if we may judge of 
People's Worth by the great Buſineſs they 
carry on, theſe are no inconſiderable Body of 
People. 
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Tuxkk is alſo a Body Corporate for cutting, 
burning, and otherwiſe ſpoiling and defacing all 
manner of wearing Apparel, theſe appear gene- 
rally in the Evenings, and at all Publick Exe- 
cutions, Cavalcades and Proceſſions, with their 
Liquids, Powders, and all Implements neceſſary 
for this Parpoſe. I ſaw a Fellow ſeiz'd by a 
Conſtable one Night near Ludgate, for wilfully 
ſetting a Spot upon a Lady's Scarlet Cloak, 
as large as a Full Moon; and the Man being 
carried before a Magiſtrate, inſtantly made an 
ingenious Confeſſion of his Employment, de- 
claring himſelf a Retainer to the Worſhipful 
Company of Scowerers, who he ſaid, allow'd 
him a Sallary of Forty Pounds a Year for ſuch 
Services. 

I ons Time happen'd into the Company of 
the Beadle or Bellman of St. Sepulchre's Pariſh, 
in whoſe Cuſtody the Verſes or Admonition ſaid 
to the condemn'd Malefafors the Night before 
| Exeeution, are ſafely repoſited; and hearing 
they had made a great Noiſe in the World, I 
deſired the Favour of a Copy ; the Fellow lear- 
ing up in my Face, cries, Ill warrant you're ſome 
Printer, and thereupon ask'd me twenty Gui- 
neas. I'll now appeal to any one, whether or 
no a Man of ſuch a Principle ſhould be ſuf- 
fer d to perform any Part of the Miniſterial 
Office, either in-Verſe or Proſe ; But as this 
extravagant Demand ſerv'd to heighten my 
Curioſity, I was reſolv'd to come at them at

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any Rate, and ſoon afterwards found Means

the King's Palace at St. James's, to demand 
the Benefit of the Statute in this Caſe made and 
provided, which had been deny'd them by 
the Sheriff at the Place of Execution. The Court 
was inveſted on all Sides by Mob; the Nobles 
inſulted, and bitter Speeches utter'd againſt the 
King for not ſpeedily hearkening to this Peti- 
tion of Right; the Girls inſiſting that they were 
duly qualified to demand the Criminal, being 
all unſpotted Spinſters and the like, The 
Courtiers ſeeing there was no other way to 
get rid of the Mutiny, told them their Requeſt 
ſnould be inſtantly taken into Conſideration, 
but that the Court would herein proceed ac- 
cording to Law, wiz. every one of them to 
ſtand the Teſt of Virginity : Some experienc d 
Matrons throughly skill'd in the Buſineſs of 
that Manufacture, were inſtantly ſent for to 
examine whether the Petitioners were true 
Sterling or not; the Damſels hearing this, 
and believing they muſt really abide an Exami-

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never ſince troubled with any more of theſe 
rude and ridiculous Importunities, 

Turks are many young Ladies, and what 
is worſe, many old Ladies within the Bills of 
Mortality, who every Saturday, while their 
Houſes are cleaning, take a Tour to Ludgate- 
Hill, for no other Reaſon in the World but 
becauſe they cannot tell how elſe to diſpoſe of 
themſelves; they ſwim into the Shops by Shoals, 
not to buy, but to hear the Goods ruſtle, and 
to fill up their own Leiſure, by putting the 
ſmart Journeymen into full Employment ; ſo that 
they tumble over the Things, and deafen the 
young Fellows with a round of Queſtions about 
Silks, Yards, &c. till they have found nothing 
in the Shop to pleaſe their Fancy, as they call it; 
then they toſs themſelyes again into their 
Coaches, and drive on the Perſecution to the 
Terror and Diſturbance of all the Tea and 
Toy Shops in the City. 

Varertupinary People I would adviſe to 
take the Air three or four times a Week, or 
oftener, if their Buſineſs will permit them, in 
Black-Fryars, ſoon after twelve at Noon, where 
I am fully perſuaded that a true View of 
| thoſe wretched Emblems of Death and Hunger, 
the Journeymen Taylors, will recover the moſt 
deprav'd Appetite, ſooner than the beſt devis d 
Stomatick. I have heard of many Conſumprives, 
who by a due Exerciſe in this Manner about 
Bedford-bury and Vinegar- Tard, have been brought 
from an Egg to a Chicken a Day. I am ſatiſ- 

fied 
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fied that if Ch-yne and Str-ther were acquainted 
with this Place, they would both agree in my 
Stem. 

Ar St. Paul's you behold the People under 
one Roof, divided into two Parties, the one 
purſuing their Devotions, and the other their 
Diverſions. One Sabbath-Day I chanc'd to fall 
in with the Religious Party, amidſt the Crowd * 
I obſerv'd a Perſon of the moſt ſanctiy d Aſpect 
J ever laid my Eyes on; the Man made the 
Reſponſes with the utmoſt Zeal and Regularity, 
and while the Choriſters their Eyes were fix d 
on the Girls, his were nail'd to the Cieling ; 
to ſpeak the Truth, I could not help thinking 
him a Sy from Sakers-Hal : This profound 


Picture of Penitence did I long behold with a 


Religious Admiration, wiſhing my ſelf in his 
Caſe, or at leaſt, but half ſo Orthodox a 
Chriſtian. On a ſudden the Service ceas'd; 
and the Place was all in Surprize and Confuſion, 
every one ſearching for his Watch, Handkerchief, 
or Stmfj-box, a Gentleman having at that In- 
ſtant detected this very Perſon's Hand in his 
Pocket; and I remember when the Man was 
ſearch'd, they diveſted him of as many Watches, 
Suff-boxes, &c. as would have compleatly ſet up 
any reaſonable Shop-keeper. | 

Tu unſufferable Behaviour of our City 
Apprentices, is (it may be hop'd) come to its 
Height, their Meaſure of Impudence may 


be ſaid to be quite full: For ſuch an amazing 
Change 
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Change is there upon the Face of 'Things in 
this City, that one would almoſt think there 
were no ſuch People as Apprentices or hired 
Servants in Being. 

Ir is within the Memory of Mari; that all 
the Apprentices of Merchants, Lawyers and 
Mechanicks, as well in London as in other 
Places, ſubmitted to the moſt ſervile Employ- 
ments of che. Families that entertain'd them, 
ſuch as the Young Gentry, their Succeſſors in the 
ſame Station, ſcorn ſo much as the Name of 
now. They clean'd their own and their Mafter's 
Shoes, brought Water into the Houſes from 
the Conduits in the Streets, which they carried 
on their Shoulders, in long Veſſels call'd Tan- 
kards; they waited at Table on their Mafters, 
wore Bands, and had the fore-part of their 
Heads crop'd or ſhorn, according to the Method 
obſerv'd at this Time in the Blze-Coat Hoſpital. 
It was the Cuſtom of thoſe Days, for the 
Maſter of an Handicraft Trade to be follow'd 
to Church on a Sunday by all his Houſhold, 
the Apprentices armd with their Bibles 
and Prayer-Books cloſing the Proceſſion; a 
Sight and Practice well becoming a Proteſtant 
City. Then might a Poet as ſoon be eatch'd 
with Fifty Pieces in his Pocket, as a Prentice 
in a Tippling-Houſe in the Time of Divine 
Service ; no, then on the Lord's Day, the

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than thoſe of Greenwich Park, Hampſtead, and 
ington. | 

Bur behold how the Caſe is alter'd ; for 
now Apprentices are ſo very far from ſtooping 
to ſuch Things as theſe, that tis very rarely 
they will condeſcend to open or ſhut the Shop 
| Windows, much leſs to ſweep the Shop or 
Warehouſes, but their Maſters are oblig'd to 
keep Porters and Footmen to wait upon the 
Apprentices, and do all thoſe Things for them; 
ſo far are they now from cleaning their Ma- 
ſter's Shoes, that perhaps a Maſter might have 
a Pair ſent at his Head for propoſing ſach a 
Queſtion; and I believe, as Times goe, there's 
hardly an Apprentice within the Bills of Mor- 
tality, that would care to lie under the Re- 
proach of cleaning his own Shoes for twenty 
Guineas. 
A Bor is now no ſooner bound to one of 
the meaneſt labouring Trades, but his firſt 
Concern is to equip himſelf after the Example 
of other Apprentices : He muſt have to wear 
on Sundays and Hohdays, a Suit made after the 
neweſt Faſhion, a fair Perriwig of about three 
or four Pounds Price; filver Buckles to his 
Shoes; his Shirts muſt be of fine Holland, 
ſer off with Cambrick Boſoms; and if he 
thinks fir to deſiſt from wearing Ruffles in the 
firſt Year of his Servitude, tis look'd upon 
as a Token of great Modeſty and Humility. 


The Name of a Herd of London having * 
vail! 
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vaild ſo much upon the Fomen in Wapping 
and Weſtminſter, that they will do all this, and 
a great deal more, (though they put themſelves 
to the utmoſt Streights and Difficulties) but 
their Sons ſhall, according to the Phraſe, ap- 
pear like other Folks Children. 

Tus makes them ſo far from being ſubjected 
to their Maſters, or to their family Diſcipline, 
that they think it hard to have any Enquiry 
made after them when they go out, and keep 
oftentimes later Hours than their Maſters, and 
as often are pleas'd to come home in Drink ; 
and nothing is more common than Maſters to 
meet their Men on a Sunday mounted on Horſe- 
back, or riding in Hackney Coaches, while 
themſelves have been contented to walk on 
Foot; all which their Maſters have ſcarce the 
Authority to reſent or queſtion them about. 

Taxis unſufferable Liberty is not ſo much 


granted by the Maſter, as it is aſſumed by the. 


Apprentices; and if at any time Words hap- 
pen between them, tis very ſeldom but that 


the Servant is as high as the Maſter; and 
ſcorning to give an Account of his Excurſions, 


takes it very ill to be examined, and much 
worſe to be reſtrained. The Effects of which 
Inſolence is, that there are more Apprentices 
ruined by theſe Liberties, than one would think 
it was poſſible could be found in the whole 
City. All manner of Wickedneſs are practiſed 


by them, and as they are generally but Youths, 
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have their Pockets unadviſedly ſupply'd with 
Monies by their Relations, and thus aſſuming 
Time and Liberty to ſpend ir, they indulge 
themſelves in all forts of Vices. 

FoRMERLY the levelling of Bawdy-Houſes was 
one of the principal Diverſions of the London 
Apprentices, Shrovetide being the Seaſon al- 
ways ſet a-part for that Service. But I am of 
Opinion, that if the Records of Drury-Lane 
were to be ſearch'd, it would be found their 
Practice of late Years has been the Reverſe of 
all this, and that none have been more gene- 
rous Contributors than they towards their Sup- 
port and Maintainance. 

' Hisrokxy informs us, that in the Times 
of Popery and Arbitrary Power, the Appear- 
ance of a Body of theſe Boys in the Palace 
Yard at Weſtminſter, with a few Mop-ſtaves in 
their Hands, has occaſioned the paſſing of ſome 
wholeſome and beneficial Laws to the Kingdom. 
Such a Deference did the Legiſlative Power in 
thoſe Days pay to the judgment of the moſt 
raw and unexperienc'd Heads in the City. The 
late Dr. Sac. ſeeing the Church's Danger, 
wiſely thought of reviving in the then 
ſer of Youngſters, this publick Spirit of their 
Anceſtors. * We all ſaw what a Number of 
gallant Youths appeared on that Occaſion in 
behalf of their ſuffering Mother; and though 
Two Eftates of the Realm made ſhift to ſtand 
their Ground a little, yet the Third gave way, 
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being terrify'd and over-aw'd by the Menaces 
of this Multicnde ; whereupon enſued that re- 
markable Revolution both in Church and State, 
in the Year 1710. 

In the beginning of the Reign of King 
George the firſt, we may remember that the 
Doctrines of certain Divines, had made the 

City and Suburbs one continued Scene of Riot 
and Confuſion, when it was confidently aſſerted, 
that the Apprentices of Br ell Hoſpital, 
went ſo far as to bind themſelves by an Aſſo- 
ciation, not to lay down their Broom-ſtaves 
till ſuch time as they had ſet the Pretender 
upon the Throne of his Anceſtors; and twas 
pretty Remarkable, that at the famous Battle 
of Salisbury-Court, their Chief period in the 
very Enterprize.

IRELAND, ſome formerly have 
EPR thought fit to call the Watering Pot 
of the Planets, and the French have

The Devil s Piſs Pot, ſeldom dry, 
bur 
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but often running over, the Rains falling down 
ſo frequently, as if the Heavens were a wound- 
ed Eye perpetually weeping over it, or the 
Clouds droping Spunges; and then for the of- 
ten Guſts of Wind, it may well be reckon'd 
as Nature's Bellows; but for this, they may 
perhaps have Reaſon to thank the Bantamites, 
who ſowing ſo much Pepper yearly in the Eaft- 
Indies, in the Bowels of our Grandmother 
Earth, it muſt needs cauſe her to break Wind 
backwards in theſe Weſtern Parts, where ſhe 
eaſes her ſelf of the Cholick: What Advan- 
tage they reap by it I know not, but the old 
Proverb ſays, Its an ill Wind blows no Good. 
Yet 1s the Soil in many Parts fat, and lik- 
ing, (as Dunghils are) and were it well Huſ- 
banded, would yield a plentiful Encreaſe ; but 
what through Lazineſs and want of Induſtry, 
(I ſpeak of the meer Popiſh iſh, to whom 
this whole Character relates) and their innate 
Pride, and Self-conceitedneſs, which makes 
them diſdain to be taught by Foreigners, they 
do ſo little improve their Lands, that unleſs 
it be themſelves, nothing to an ingenious Eye 
can be a ſadder Spectacle. Incloſures amongſt 
them are very rare, and thoſe no better fenced 
than an old Midwife's toothleſs Gums, or Mo- 
ther Needham's Virtue. Much of their Land 
is reſerved for Graſing and Paſturage ; and 
there, . indeed, the Graſs being very ſweet, 
and holding a conſtant Verdure, it is in many 
| Places 
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Places fo indented with purling Brooks and 
Streams, that their Meadows look like a new 
green Carpet border'd or fring'd with the pureſt 
Silber; yet Hay is as great a Rariety amongſt 
them, as Guineas are to a Life-Guard-man, and 
would coſt them more Pains than they can 
well afford towards the making of it; there- 
fore they ſeldom or never trouble their Heads 
or their Hands about it. And then for their 
arable Ground, it lies moſt commonly as much 
neglected and unmanur'd as the ſandy Defarts 
of Arabia, or as Lordi —3 old Bed-rid

exactly deſcribe, if I durſt have adventur d 
oftner into them; or could have flay'd long 
enough to have ſarvey'd them at my Being 
there; which I did once Aſa, but found it 
as hazardous almoſt, as Orpheus his Deſcent 
into Hell, where indeed there might be a great- 
er Fire, but not more Smak, which thick Cloud 
in the midſt of the Room did ſo blind me, and 
conceal the Houſe, that I could fcarce remember 
any thing but my fore Eyes, when I came out 
again: Should they be as much troubled with 
that other noiſome Diſeaſe of ſcolding Wives, as 
they are with ſmoaky Houſes, they might well 
upon each Door write, Lord have Mercy upon us, 
for certainly there cannot be a greater Plagse 
except the new Copper Half.

man Devlidas: as Cid, I ſhovtd more 
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more Architecture: for nay, my Lord Mayor's 
Dog-Kennel is a Palace compar d to them; and 
for Sweerneſs, I have heard many Affirm, that 
the fouleſt Corner about the Bear-Garden is Musk 
and Amber to the ſweeteſt Rooms. The Walls 
are made of meer Mud, mix d with a little 
wet Straw; the Covering is Thatch; the Floor 
Earth; which, by Reaſon of the conſtant Rains, 
is generally ſo damp, that they may be ſaid 
To live over a Beg; and the Thatch ſo ill lreſ d, 
that (by the ſprouting of the Left Corn, which 
often ſpring up Green) it may be added, they 
live under a Meadow; or (as a Perſon ſaid of 
the like Place, to which he moſt aptly compared 
the late South Sea Project) they have green Ears 
over their Heads, and a falſe Ground under 
their Feet, 

Tas Beds are upon fach bi en 
that nothing but an Earthquake can move 
them; inſtead of Feathers and Flocks, they uſe 
 Ruſhes or Straw, which ſerves them without 
changing, till Cart Horſe Litter is a fragant 
Noſegay to it; and Jacobs ſweet Lodging on 
the freſh Graſs, compared to it, is like the Plea- 
ſure of the Marriage Bed. Sheets they never pro- 
vide, and to tell the naled Truth, unleſs they 
can purchaſe a poor Cadow, which is not of- 
ten, they lig together like Adam and Eve be- 
fore the Fall, not a Rag to cover them, but 
themſelves, which may be one Reaſon why 
they ſo multiply; for being neceſſitated to keep 
rogether 
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gether for Warmth, they engender as thick 
as Fh-blows, each little Hut being as full of 
Children, as a well ftock'd Warren is of Rabbits, 
or Change Alley of Cheats and Scoundrels. 

Wrar notorious Bites and Impoſtors the 
meaner Sort are (Vide the Votes, &c. of the 
Triſh Society of Fortune-hunters) for which both 
Nature and Fortune ſeem to have fitted them; 
for as they are miſerably poor, ſo they are more 
proud and ſaucy than a Royal Exchange Vint- 
ner, or a Pall-Mall Perriuig- maker. 

Tum Women generally are very little behold- 
en to Nature for their Beauty, and leſs to Art. 
One may ſafely ſwear they uſe no Painting, or 
ſuch like Auxiliary Aids of Fucuſſes, being ſo 
averſe to that kind of Curiofity, (tho* they 
have as much need thereof as any I ever yet 
beheld) that one would think they never had 
their Faces waſp'd but at their Baptiſm. To 
whom the perpetual Smoak within Doors, and 
the want of a Bon Grace without, does add 
ſuch a Tincture of Complexion, that a Plough- 
man's Sun-burnt Hand, or a Seaman's wea- 
ther-beaten Face, is Snow and Crean to it. 
Their . Head attire which they call Kerchers, 
amongſt the better Sort, it is made of Linnen, 
but feldom fo white as a Dutchman s Sail; 
whilft the common Trul”s cannot poſſibly be any 
Thing, but an old Rag turn'd out of other 
Service, or the Flappet of a Month-worn Smock 
reprieved from the Maſb- loul. Flifh Bags they 
may, ſome of them, have for the Day, but 
ar Nights they ever uncaſe themſelves and lig 
in the Moollen, if their Wits can gather enough 
to cover them, otherwiſe they neſtle together 
in Litter with the Sow _ Pigs, being all 1 a 
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Family: But their Smodks cannot properly be 
call'd Changes, for they ſeldom allow themſelves 
more than One, till that be worn out, which 
is uſed till it be fit to be torn off their Backs 
for Touch to light Tobacco as they fit in the - 
Field. | Thus the Smock is at laſt turn'd into 
Smoak, having firft ſtruck Fire in the Devil's 
Tinder- Box the Tobacco Pipe, which one wittily 
compares to the Paſſion of Love; thus, 


So fares it with an amorous Defire ; 
The more tis kiſs'd, the more tis fet on Fre. 


Compliments (till they come to England) are 
as ſeldom us'd amongſt them, as Prayers in a 
Phyſician's Family. You may as ſoon teach 
Mother Hayw——4 to cut a Caper, or Dr. 
Ch—ne to dance a Minuet, as bring one of 
them'ro make a handſome Leg; and for their 
Nonſence and Blunders, perhaps their Nurſes 
are to be condemn'd (who eſpecially in Ulfter) 
when they ſuck their young Babes, if they 
chancr: to have a Cold in their Heads, ſeldom 
or never wipe their Noſes, but ſuck them with 
their Mouths ſo hard, that, as one obſerv'd, 
tis very probable that they ſack out all their 
B-ains, and leave them eyer after empty skull'd, 
Bim Clabber, and Mulabaan, alias ſour

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have heard it affirm'd alfo, by knowing Per- 
ſons, that in ſome Places, they have a way of 
making a Sonpe, beyond all the French Pottages 
in Vague; the Way is thus, a Dame of the 
berter Sort, having had the good Fortune to 
boil a piece of very far Pork, till a great Part 
of it is run into an Oil ſwimming on the Top, 
ſhe ſtrips off her Sock, dips it therein, till 
it has ſoak'd up all the Greaſe; then puts it 
on her Body, and ſo wears it for ſome Days 
to ſmoothen her Skin, and ſupple her Joints ;

make them as opulent as England, and the 
other richeſt Nations: But he angrily re- 
ply'd, that God would work no Miracles to 
gratify their Covetouſneſs; that he had already 
given them a large Country, which they -were 
to cultivate and improve, and that their honeſt 
Labour would bring them in a ſufficient Stock 
of Wealth, Cc. and therefore if they were not 
enough ſatisfy d with this great - Bleſſing, ſo 
freely conferr'd, but continued to murmur, 

tempt God too far, perhaps he might for their 
VUnthankfulneſs and ſordid Defires, turn it 
into a Curſe again, to their perpetual Puniſh- 
ment. But they ſtill importuning him, he at 
laſt made a ſecond Eſſay, not petitioning for
